To  the  South  West  Kent  Joint  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1966. 

The  Report  is  given  in  the  same  form  as  last  year.  In  the  first  part,  sections  deal¬ 
ing  with  Staff,  Statistics,  Health  Services  and  Infectious  Disease  are  combined  to 
show  particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In  the 
second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of  the  seven 
Districts  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District,  Housing,  and 
Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.  Separate  Reports  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  not  given  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated,  and  I  am 
very  grateful  to  them  for  their  valued  contribution  towards  the  compilation  of 
this  Report. 

The  POPULATION,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  for  mid-1966,  was  187,110,  an  increase  of  3,880  over  the  mid-1965 
figure.  The  population  figures  for  each  District  are  given  on  page  13,  together 
with  the  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE  (number  of  births  per  1,000  population)  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  in  1966  was  16.99,  compared  with  17.29  for  the  Area  in  the 
previous  year.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1966  was  17.7. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1,000  population)  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  in  1966  was  11.98,  compared  with  11.69  for  the  Area  in  the 
previous  year.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1966  was  1 1 .7.  In  the 
table  of  Statistics  on  page  14,  the  Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  each 
District  are  shown. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1966  was  13.84,  (an 
exceptionally  low  rate),  compared  with  17.67  for  the  Area  in  the  previous  year. 
The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  19.0.  Tables  showing 
the  causes  of  deaths  of  these  infants  are  given  on  pages  16  &  17. 

The  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  four  weeks)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1966  was 
11.32,  compared  with  11.36  in  the  previous  year.  The  neo-natal  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  12.9. 
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The  EARLY  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  one  week)  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1966 
was  9.75,  compared  with  10.10  in  the  previous  year.  The  early  Neo-Natal 
Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.1. 

The  PERI-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one 
week  combined)  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1966 
was  19.92,  compared  with  23.04  in  the  previous  year.  The  Peri-Natal  Mortality 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  26.3. 

No  MATERNAL  DEATH  occurred  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1966. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  table  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  showing 
the  causes  of  death  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  is  given  on  page  15.  The  commonest 
cause  of  death  in  the  Area  in  1966  was  Coronary  Disease — 417  deaths. 

Deaths  from  Malignant  Neoplasm  of  Lung  or  Bronchus  during  the  year  were 
80  male  and  19  female,  and  tables  showing  deaths  from  this  cause  for  the  past 

10  years  are  given  on  pages  18  to  21. 

Deaths  from  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  numbered  28,  compared  with  37  in 
the  previous  year.  Deaths  from  all  other  Accidents  totalled  34,  compared  with 
41  in  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  is  given  for  each  District 
on  pages  22  to  25. 

1  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Acute  Poliomyelitis 
were  notified  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  during  1966.  In  spite  of  the  continued 
absence  of  these  diseases,  I  would  reiterate  my  annual  appeal  for  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  the  facilities  offered  for  vaccination  against  these  two  diseases. 

Tuberculosis 

During  1966,  a  total  of  23  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  6  cases  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  in  the  Joint  Health  Area.  There  were 

1 1  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  from  non-pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis.  In  1965  the  corresponding  figures  were — new  cases  27  and  7;  deaths  4 
and  1. 

A  Mass  Radiography  Survey  was  carried  out  in  the  Area  during  1966.  This 
was  arranged  by  Dr.  G.  I.  Rees  Jones,  the  Medical  Director,  and  units  were  set 
up  in  various  parts  of  the  Districts.  Several  factories  and  senior  schools  were 
also  visited  by  the  Units. 

The  number  of  people  in  the  Area  attending  totalled  33,242,  representing 
approximately  23  %  of  the  eligible  population;  4  cases  of  active  tuberculosis  and 
188  cases  of  inactive  tuberculosis  were  discovered.  It  is  very  disappointing  to 
note  that  so  small  a  proportion  of  the  population  took  advantage  of  this 
Service.  The  number  of  people  attending  in  1964  was  34,909. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

On  pages  30  to  32  of  the  Report,  figures  kindly  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  are  given  showing  the  number  of  persons  vaccinated  against 
Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox,  and  also  the  number  of  persons  immunised  against 
Diphtheria  with  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948 — Section  47 
National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Enactments  during  the  year. 

Home  Safety 

Valuable  work  continued  to  be  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the  Home 
Safety  Committees  in  the  seven  Districts  of  the  Area. 

In  conclusion,  1  should  like  to  thank  the  Members,  Chief  Officers  and  Officials 
of  the  Councils  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Departments  for  their  loyalty  and  conscientious  work  during 
the  year.  I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Medical  Practitioners  and  Voluntary 
Workers  for  their  co-operation  during  1966.

Approximately  15,000  properties  in  the  District  are  supplied  by  public 
water  mains,  and  approximately  53  have  no  main  supply. 

One  private  reservoir  supplied  from  the  mains  and  serving  four  houses 
was  found  to  be  polluted  and  after  cleansing  and  super-chlorination  again 
proved  satisfactory.  A  chlorination  plant  was  installed  to  a  borehole  supply 
serving  three  houses.  This  was  a  shallow  borehole  which  was  previously 
subject  to  pollution  from  surface  water  during  inclement  weather.  Twelve 
houses  previously  with  unsatisfactory  well,  spring  or  rain  water  supply,  were 
connected  to  the  main.

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2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  sewer  was  extended  from  Marlpit  Hill  to  Crockham  Hill  and  32 
properties  previously  served  by  cesspools  were  connected  to  this  extension. 
Twenty-three  properties  in  other  parishes  were  also  connected  to  the  main. 
Forty-three  cesspools  were  abolished,  10  new  cesspools  were  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Department,  and  19  properties  previously 
served  by  bucket  closets  were  provided  with  water  closets. 

Mr.  N.  W.  Cole,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information: 

Improvements  to  treatment  facilities  were  made  at  Chiddingstone  Cause¬ 
way,  Mark  Beech  and  Edenbridge  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  In  addition,  a 
further  1,005  ft.  of  public  sewers  were  laid  or  adopted,  and  8,400  ft.  of 
private  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year. 

Arrangements  are  in  hand  for  improvements  to  sewers  at  Chiddingstone 
Causeway,  Leigh,  Dunton  Green,  Fordcombe  and  Otford. 

3.  Refuse  Collection  and  Dispoal 

During  the  year  one  Paxit  compression  vehicle  was  purchased  replacing  a 
smaller  side- loading  vehicle.  The  policy  of  replacement  of  side-loaders  with 
compression  vehicles  is  proving  effective  in  that  delays  occasioned  by 
holidays  and  sickness  have  been  reduced  considerably.  The  bulky  collection 
service,  which  is  free,  was  fully  employed  during  the  year,  and  this  service 
continues  to  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  ratepayers.

A  condiderable  amount  of  time  was  spent  visiting  the  various  gypsy 
encampments  in  the  area. 

Council  Encampment  at  Edenbridge 

Mr.  N.  W.  Cole,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports  that  in  July  1965  a 
controlled  encampment  for  twelve  gipsy  families  was  opened  on  a  site 
owned  by  the  Council  at  Hever  Road,  Edenbridge.  Two  brick-built  wash¬ 
houses  with  sinks  and  main  water  supply  are  provided  and  the  sanitary 
accommodation  consists  of  twelve  self-draining  chemical  closets  housed  in 
pre-cast  concrete  compartments.  The  children  attend  Edenbridge  Schools 
and  are  understood  to  be  making  good  progress. 

The  setting  up  of  this  encampment  has  presented  some  difficulties  in 
management  and  maintenance.  It  has  been  well  nigh  impossible  to  keep  the 
site  tidy  and  clear  of  rubbish,  and  unauthorised  parking  within  the  camp 
has  also  added  to  the  problems.  Extensive  damage  has,  at  times,  been 
caused  to  the  sanitary  accommodation.  It  is  hoped  that  in  time  there  will 
be  a  steady  but  inevitably  slow  improvement  in  conditions  at  the  camp.

Difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  extermination  of  an  infestation  of  mice 
in  the  area.  Consultations  were  held  with  the  Pest  Control  Department  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  who  also  gave  practical 
help.

water  from  public  mains. 

Unsatisfactory  samples  of  untreated  well  water  were  taken  from  a 
domestic  filter  at  an  isolated  cottage  in  Had  low.  The  filter  was  subsequently 
removed  and  a  more  efficient  bacteriological  filter  was  installed. 

A  spring  supply  serving  a  dwelling  outside  Old  Groombridge  was  found 
to  be  contaminated.  The  Crowborough  Water  Company’s  main  supply 
was  subsequently  extended  to  the  property  and  the  spring  water  is  no 
longer  used.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Mr.  G.  L.  Plastow,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  the 
undermentioned  information : 

Works  carried  out  during  1966: — 

(a)  Speldhurst 

Construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  Langton 
Green  and  Speldhurst  was  completed  and  the  works  were  officially  opened 
in  July.  These  works  have  consistently  produced  effluents  within  the  Royal 
Commission  standard.  Works  were  also  carried  out  at  Langton  Green  to 
increase  the  capacity  of  the  existing  pumping  station  to  deal  with  increased 
flows  from  recent  private  development. 

(b)  Hadlow 

A  Ministerial  Inquiry  was  held  into  the  Council’s  scheme  to  extend 
the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  and  for  the  sewering  of  Barnes  Street 
and  Golden  Green.  As  a  result  of  this  Inquiry  certain  revisions  were  made 
to  the  scheme  and  a  decision  is  still  awaited. 

In  order  to  maintain  an  effluent  acceptable  to  the  Kent  River  Author¬ 
ity  from  the  existing  works  in  the  interim  period,  one  of  the  humus  tanks 
was  converted  into  a  Banks  Clarifier,  which  has  operated  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Five  Oak  Green 

The  laying  of  a  surface  water  sewer  along  the  main  street  to  remove 
surface  water  from  the  existing  foul  sewer  was  completed  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  the  sewage  pumping  stations 
constructed  by  private  developers  at  Langholm  Road,  Langton  Green  and 
Knight’s  Ridge,  Pembury,  together  with  various  sewers  serving  these  and 
other  housing  estates. 

Future  Programme 

(a)  Pembury 

The  scheme  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  to  build 
a  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  Pembury,  was  approved  by  the 
Ministry  and  a  tender  has  been  accepted.  Work  is  due  to  commence  in 
February,  1967. 

(b)  lamberhurst 

A  tender  has  been  accepted  for  the  sewering  of  Furnace  Lane  and 
work  is  due  to  commence  early  in  1967. 

(c)  Paddock  Wood 

A  design  of  the  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  Queen  Street  area 
of  Paddock  Wood  has  been  completed  and  tenders  invited, 

(d)  Horsmoraden  Regional  Scheme 

This  scheme,  as  outlined  in  last  year’s  report,  has  been  enlarged  to 
include  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  the  Marden  area  of  Maidstone 
Rural  District.  A  further  report  has  been  drawn  up  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers  and  this  is  shortly  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry. 

It  is  also  possible  that  Cranbrook  Rural  District  Council  may  wish  to 
participate  in  this  regional  scheme. 

(e)  HHdenborough 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  scheme  to  pump  the  sewage  from  the  whole 
of  Hildenborough  Parish  to  the  sewers  of  Tonbridge  Urban  District 
Council  and  this  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  shortly. 
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(f)  Horsmonden 

A  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  the  year  for  a  sewer 
extension  to  serve  certain  properties  in  Lamberhurst  Road,  Horsmonden, 
and  to  eliminate  the  sewage  disposal  works  serving  the  Council  houses 
known  as  Springfield  Cottages  and  approval  is  awaited, 

3.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Tipping  at  the  Council’s  tip  at  Hadlow  was  concluded  during  the  year 
and  a  new  tip  put  into  operation  at  Horsmonden,  Various  sites  are  to  be 
investigated  in  other  parts  of  the  District  in  order  to  save  travelling  time 
to  and  from  the  tip,  and  it  is  hoped  to  bring  at  least  one  of  these  into 
operation  during  1967.

In  conjunction  with 
this  scheme,  8  in.  and  6  in.  pumping  mains  were  laid  to  enable  water  to  be 
transferred  direct  to  the  Great  Bounds  Reservoir  of  the  Tunbridge  Wells 
Corporation  and  the  Company’s  Hangman’s  Hill  Reservoir  respectively. 

The  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  laid  573  yards  6  in.  dia.  main  during  the 
year,  and  now  supply  mains  water  to  1,139  houses  in  the  District. 
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2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  1,000  yards  of  15  in.  and  9  in.  sewer  to 
serve  the  Council’s  Long  Mead  Estate  and  will  be  completed  early  in  1967. 

A  scheme  for  a  new  surface  water  sev/er  to  alleviate  flooding  of  premises 
in  Orchard  Drive  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  Approval  has  now  been 
received  and  the  work  will  be  carried  out  in  1967. 

During  the  year  a  small  number  of  properties  in  the  northern  and  central 
areas  of  the  town  have  suffered  flooding  from  foul  sewers.  In  addition,  back 
gardens  in  another  part  of  the  district  flood  from  a  surface  water  sewer. 
Urgent  sewer  relief  schemes  are  needed  to  alleviate  ail  these  conditions.

The  water  supply  to  premises  in  Tunbridge  Wells  is  drawn  from  two 
sources,  one  at  Pembury  and  the  other  at  Saints’  Hill,  Fordcombe,  and 
again  the  supply  was  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality  throughout 
the  year.  The  water  from  Pembury  is  spring  water  augmented  from  bore- 
wells  and  the  water  from  Saints’  Hill  is  solely  from  borewells. 

Water  from  Tangiers  Waterworks  goes  into  supply  outside  the  Borough. 
It  is  implemented  by  water  drawn  from  Pembury  when  necessary. 

A  total  of  2,200  yards  of  new  mains  have  been  laid  at  new  developments 
in  the  Town  during  the  year.
